HERE AS for many Vers paſt, there have 
been, and fill are great Numbers of the In- 
” Habitants of Boſton, very poor, and altho' 
in Health, are unable to ſupport themſelves 
for want. of Employ, and theſe fo daily inicreaſing, 
Hat the Expence and Charge of the Town för their 
Maintenance is altnoft inſupportable,:the ſame being 
the laſt Year near Nineteen Thouſand Pounds Old 
Tenor ; and the Town having at their general 
Meetings ſeveral Times taken this Affair into their 
ſerious Conſideration, did on the 28th of October 
laſt, appoint a Committee to conſider of ſome Mea- 
*< ſures for employing the Poor, by reviving the 


Linen Manufacture, vr in any other Ways that 


cc ſhould be thought beneficial”. And the ſaid Com- 
mittee on the 28th of December laſt, reported to 
the Town, their Sentiments as to the carrying on 
the Linen Manufacture, and that ſuch Difficul:ics 
muſt neceſſarily attend it, as it could not be under- 
taken at preſent in a Factory; without, incurring a 
great Loſs, and the good Intention of the Town, 
viz, employing the Poor, be defeated; but that iipon 
an Alteration of ſome Circumſtances relating to that 
'  Manufatture, they were in hopes, it might be car- 
| ried on to Advantage. The ſaid Committee in a 


ſecond Repott on the 13th of January laſt, recom- 


mended to the Town the carrying on a Manufacture 
for making of Duck or Sail 
done with leſs. Expence, would be a more conſtant 
Employ: for the Poor, and they judged more bene- 
ficial to the Publick, than the Linen, provided 
ſuitable Encouragement was given to ſuch Perſons 
as ſhould appear to undertake the ſame on their
